The South Ward has been saved from large- 
scale demolitions fo at least 1-2 more yearse 
This fact became clear when the Central 
Planning Board, at a hurriedly called secret~ 

ive meeting, approved a land-use plan for 
an area of about 30-blecks north ef Avon Ave. 

That plan, approved Feb. 15, if put into 
effect would demolish just about every struc- 
ture in the area except G.E. plant, Ricciardi 
Paint Co., Fald Homes, and St. Stanislaus 
Church. Chicago financiers would buy the land. 

About 8,000 people live in the area. 

Part of 7h-Blocks 

The area, bounded by Bergen and Belmont, 
is the northern part of the "light industrial 
area" on which the Clinton Hill Council has 
been fighting since 1961. 

The area south of Avon, however, is still 
"blighted" and may be demolished in the fut- 
ure.
